Infantry and cavalry organisations exist, and 
it is reported that a number of pieces of ar- 
tillery have been sent to that city, and these 
bodies are armed and organized in violation 
of law by thoee supposed t a be the guardians 
of peace.

No 
harm can result, for troops are in many of our 
cities, at this moment in two cities of this 
state. Their piesence may do n.uch good. 

Even one would more 
than compensate for the harm which, if any, 
I do tot see, to result from such presence. 
Will it not be the least of evils to have the 
troops there for any emergency?

Negotiations for the 5 per cent, fund- 
ed loan were concluded by the secretary of the 

treasury last week, with August Belmont .v 
Co., on behalf of N. M Rothschild A Sons, of 
London, and J. and W. Saligman A Co., on 
behalf of themselves and associates. These 
parties made an absolute subscription of S45,- 
000,000, coupled with the option of taking the 
remainder of the loan at any tine within six 
months. The loan is taken at por, to be paid 
for in coin or 5-20 bonds, the parties to re- 
ceive one-quarter of one per cent, commission, 
and to defray all the expenses of the transac- 
tion, including delivery of the bonds. No 
doubt exists at the treasury department of 
the abihty of these bankers to place the en- 
tire loan.

Through the whole sixteenth century 
there were crowds of people who had 
contingent claims to the crown, but 
they were not people whom any body 
would have called royah The ' royal 
family,' as a working institution, really 
takes a leap from the son of Henry the 
Fourth to the son and grandson of 
George the First — is it too bitter a sar- 
casm to say from John Duke of Bed- 
ford to Frederick Prince of Wales ? 
Between these there was only a prince 
or princess now and then. It was no 
wonder, then, that when the ' royal 
family ' began again they started "on 
quite new terms. And, after al], no 
one has ever told us what is the royal 
family. No one has yet been further 
off the reigning sovereign than first 
cousin." •

e apt to attach much importance 
Seeing thei- names in a newspaper — 
it does net rrtnch natter what sort of a 
newspaper it Is. tJpon thifi weakness 
the risiug lobbyist takes care to play, 
with what judgment and skill he may 
possess. He praises his patrons, and 
abuses all who refuse to iutrust to him 
their "business." ne forges letters, in- 
vents slanders, nnd is particularly ex- 
pert in accusing his enemy of being in- 
volved in some disreputable intrigue 
with a woman. The lobbyist who owns 
a newspaper knows thut this is a sort 
of Charge vVhicli scares nine men ont of 
ten out of their wits ; for thfre is gen- 
erally no way of disproving it, and the 
world is always ready to believe the 
worst of a man. That is a character- 
istic of human nature which the lobby- 
ist turns to excellent account, so far as 
his own interests are eotcerned. 

It is clear, then, that a newspaper bf • 
comes an important aid to the lobbyist 
at the outset of his career, and the 
longer he call retain eovtrol of it the 
more advantageous it will bo to him. 
Tho majority of men do no' like to have 
lies published nbont them, or to see 
their families made the subject of vile 
and cowardly slanders. The lobbyist 
knows this, and seldom fails to drive 
his antagonist out of the field. We 
have no libel law worth mentioning, and 
the lobbyist makes the most of this 
convenient circumstance. He accuses 
one man of starving his children, an<l 
then of carrving on intrigues 'with 
somebody else's wife — in short, there is 
no crime which he is not ready to charge 
against anybody who presumes to in- 
terfere with his operations. Tao per- 
sons who are slandered might enter 
suits for libel, but they cannot bring 
their cases to final hearing in less than 
five or six years at the earliest. In the 
meanwhile, the lobbyist can go on re- 
peating filthy calumnies as fast as h - 
cin invent them. The result, in the 
maiority of instanC3s, is that the vic- 
tims "kunc-le down." It begins to be 
said by the persons who are attacked, 
"So-mdso is a dangeraus man: he 
does not care what he says abont you. 
It is best to let him alone." And so he 
is let alone, and goes on rolling up a 
fortune which honest and hard-working 
professional men seldom have a chance 
of acquiring. One of the Albauv lob- 
byists is said to be worth 8400,000 : au- 
"i t'""^ '"!? rna-de at lcaatft3(X).000 - in the 
cum-e of a f. w ycars/nnd there is noth- 
ing to prevent him doubling it — un'ea* 
we undertake to expose him throughout 
each session of the legislature. And 
this we certainly intend to do. He will 
"take it out of "us" in his "newspaper," 
but we are used to that. 

The lobbyist's regular source of in- 
come is, of course, derived from his 
supposed knowledge of the art of put- 
ting out money "where it will do the 
most good." He knows who will take 
a bribe, and how mnch the amount 
must be. If a eompanv wishes to get a 
bill passed, or to prevent some objec 
tionabb' bill from passing.it summons 
the lobyist to its assistance. But, out- 
side of this kind of work, there are nu- 
merous devices fcr reaping a large in- 
come. When trade is slack, the lobby- 
ists get together and concoct a bill aim- 
ing at the rights or privileges enjoyed 
by some company already iu existence. 
They pay a membt r of the legislature 
to introduce this bill, and then go to 
the threatened company and tell it the 
measure is sure to pass if money is not 
sent to Albany to defeat it. They name 
their own sum ; it is generally paid ; 
ahd the dreaded bill is no more heard 
of. Then the lobbyist has another plau 
of making hay while the sun shints. 
A company, let us say, applies to him to 
K&t a bill passed. He tells the agents 
he shall want at least 820,000. The 
money is paid, and he goes to Albany 
with it and pays out say 85,000 among 
tho bribable members. The remaining 
815,000 he quietly pnt into his owu 
pocket. If the bdl passes, the com- 
pany are satisfied and never ask a ques- 
tion about the affair. If it does not 
pass, they may ask questions, bnt they 
will get no information out of the lob- 
bvist " Where did you pay out the 
money ? " he may be asked. His reply, 
exDressed in warm terms of iudigna 
tiou, is usually in this vein: "Don 
you think I will tell you the names of 
the members whom I have bribed ? No; 
I am bound to protect them. What do 
you take me for ? I would have you 
•know that I am an honorable man, and 
I trust you will never insult mo in this 
way again." The head of the company 
begins to feel that he really has acted 
very shabbily, and the lobbyist goes 
forth with his 75 per cent, plunder 
comfortably stowed away in his pock- 
It is' a game in which there is 
•ly the Jeast probability of hin 
ing "found out — certainly not one 
chance in a thousand. 

By these means almost any man who 
follows up the trade {for a few years 
may amass from $300,000 to $400,000. 
It may involve a certain loss of charac- 
ter, but not very much. People may 
look askance at the lobbyist, but gen- 
erally they will be too mnch afraid of 
him aud his newspaper to say what thoy 
think of him. And then he has money, 
and will buy almost anything. The 
lobbyist gets all the society he wants 
and even boast — as one did the other 
day — of being asked to dinnei by the 
president and by " Mr. George W. 
Childs, of Philadelphia," Surely that 
is enough to satisfy any man's social 
ambition. And even if these privileges 
were denied to the lobbyist, he would 
probably not take the loss much to 
heart. From a barefooted and ragged- 
breeched boy bo has been transformed 
into a wealthy American citizen, owning 
houses and lands, with all his poor 
relations provided for by a generous 
public ; and with the prospect before 
him of ending his d ys as a millionaire 
in a "palatial mansion" instead of dy- 
ing a pauper in an Irish ditch. Such a 
reward as this is quite sufficient to make 
the trade of lobbying one of the most 
popular of the day, and its brilliant 
success is one of the signs by which we 
may judge of the improvements which 
we are making in the political and moral 
ideas and principles bequeathed to us 
e" Fathers."

As these papers can be pro- 
duced either white, colored, or chromo- 
printed, they may be used as table- 
cloths, table napkins, coverlets, table- 
covers, bridal dresses, baby'B robes, 
etc. Another patentee, Mr. J. L. Ken- 
•i proposes to print a thick paper 



thoroughly by dashing water inside the 
carcass, and cool as soon as may be. A 
small sheep, fat, weighing sixty to eighty 
pounds, may easily be consumed by an 
ordinary sized family before it gets 
tainted, except in the very hottest 
weather ; if larger, it may be divided 
with a neighbor, to be returned in kind, 
or sold if the neighbor docs not keep 
sheep.

Even when placed in eomjrrtitiou with 
ham, either sliced or boiled whole, mut- 
ton will undoubtedly comparo favora- 
bly with it, at least for a change. —

Protection prom Yellow Fever. — 
In a report on yellow fever, recently 
published in the United States, it is 
shown that yellow fever has never ap- 
peared in any climate at the heieht of 
two thousand five hundred feet. In the 
island of Dominica, a hill-top not more 
than fifteen hundred feet high is always 
healthy, even when the fever is epidemic 
at, its bace. In San Domingo, similar 
observations have been made. The 
highest elevation at which yellow fever 
has occurred in the United States is 
four hundred and sixty feet, in Arkan- 
sas; and the medical men of this coun- 
try now hold that the stratum of air 
infected by the poison is heavier than 
pure air, and therefore sinks, and they 
recommend that in unhealthy districts, 
houses and hospit ds should be built on 
tall piles, so as to be above the fever 
stratnm. But where hills are near the 
best remedy will be to carry the patients 
up to a height of five hundred feet. 

C harbor and Its Ravages.— The 
Liberty (Miss.) Herald has the follow- 
ing in reference to the ravages of the 
oharbon in Amite connty, Miss., and 
the parish of East Feliciana, in Louisi- 
ana : «• There is great consternation 
among the planters in the southern and 
the south-w»st portion of the county on 
account of the ravages of the chaxbon. 
It is gradually extending all over the 
county, and is carrying havoc to horses 
and cattle all along its path. A large 
nnmber of valuable horses have been 
killed bv it, and although in most cases 
it readily yields to treatment, if applied 
soon enough, it is so rapid in itt course 
that it generally proves fatal before a 
remedy can be obtained and applied. 
We were conversing with a very intel- 
ligent gentleman from East Feliciiina 
/parish, Ea., a few days ago, and be in- 
forms ub that certainly as many as 
rare* hundred, and he believes four 
Jmndred, mules and horses have been 
Skilled by charbon in that parish since 
spring." 

Hyoibnic Treatment of the Aoex>. — 
Mr. Habershon, in a clinical lecture at 
Guy's Hospital, London, referring to 
the case of an old man, remarked : 
*' The man died simply from the shock 
produced by coming out into the cold 
and fog, which, though only an incon- 
venience to us, was sufficient to lead to 
a fatal result on one whose circulation 
had become en'eebled, and whose 
vital force had so nearly lost its power. 
I am reminded by this case of an in- 
stance of longevity communicated to 
me by a gentleman the other day. His 
mother, who died at the age of one 
hundred and two, during the winter 
months * had refused to get up, saving 
that she was only warm in bed,' I 
have no denbt that it was owing to thiB 
uniform, warm temperature that she 
lived so long, and I mention the in- 
stnnoe as a recommendation for yon, 
when yon have to prescrib > for old peo- 
ple, to advise that they be kept warm 
You should also look carefullv after 
their nourishment. Old people can not 
eat large meals ; therefore they must 
take them more frequently. Many old 
people will wake np about three or four 
o'clock in the morning. It is a good 
plan that they should have some nour- 
ishment then ; otherwise the interval 
between th,i night and morning meals 
is too long for their declining strength. 
It is by care in such minutiie that we 
the life of the aged." 



Artificial HAn-msn of Silkworms' 
Ego8. — A very curious discovery has 
been communicated bv Susani, an Ital- 
ian scientist, to the French society of 
agriculturists, to the effect that the 
hatching of Mlkworms' eggs may be ar- 
tificially hastened by friction". The 
process consists essentially iD brushing 
the eggs vigorously for ten or twelve 
minutes with a moderately hard btttsh, 
made, preferably of coarse grass. Iu 
lees than fifteen davs the eggs thus, 
treated will hatch out with a produ/f 
as healthy ss that obtained in the usual 
way. A small proportion of thr> eggs 
may prove refrac'or*- to this novel b 
ment, and y»fc :u the spring even these 
will batch out earlier than those wbien 
have been left to themselves. Susani 
performed a series of experiments upon 
about four-fifths of an ounce of silk- 
worms' eggs, beginning on the 1st of 
August. They were brushed for ten or 
twelve minutes daily, and only about 
ore-tenth of the whole number were 
lott. Tuett*at hatching occnrrr-.l nr.

The Color of Animals. 



A contributor to Chamber's Journal, 
discoursing on " the color of animals," 
presents many interesting facts on a 
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Hydrophobia. — The board of health 
of New York, referring to an ordinance 
requiring dogs to be muzzled during 
the hot months, state that hydrophobia 
is imparted only by inoculation, and 
that a rabid animal may give the dis- 
ease through a metalic muzzle as easily 
as if tbe obstruction did not exist. 
Hydrophobia occurs in the coldest as 
well as the hottest weather, and with, 
perhaps, greatest frequency during the 
spring months. Male dogs are more 
apt to be affected than females, and the 
condition of the animal, whether house- 
hold pet or vagrant, has no influence on 
taking of the malady. Owing to a portion 
of the deadly saliva being retained by 
the clothes of the person bitten, it found 
t/iat i n(y five to twenty per oeot. of 
those thus injured become inoculated. 
An eminent veterinary surgeon of this 
city gives the following symptoms by 
which the approach of rabids in the 
dog may be recognized : When the 
period of inoculation is passed (three to 
seven weeks), the animal becomes rest- 
less and watchful. It shuns the light 
and its bark changes to a kind of a 
howl. The skin shrinks and tightens, 
the head is depressed, and mucus ap- 
pears at the mouth and nostrils. Nerv- 
ous symptoms are very prominent, and 
the whole aspect of the animal denotes 
an unusnal condition. Dogs or cats 
thus suffering should be immediately 
destroyed. 

Fresh Mutton vs. Salted Meats for 
Summer. — Farmers, as a rule, eat too 
much salted meat both in winter and 
summer. There is certainly no reason 
whatever wlsy this should be the case 
daring six months of the year, and no 
valid reason, except prejudice, why 
fresh meat should not be used in sum- 
mer to s far greater extent that it is. 
The resl reason is s groundless preju- 
dice against the use of mutton, and 
most nutritious, economical and health- 
ful of meats. It is true there is a sin- 
gle disability connected with the raising 
of sheep either as wool or mutton, and 
that is the number of worthless curs 
with which our villages, and indeed, 
many of onr farms abound ; but this 
wonld lie easily oared if more or less 
sheep were bred on every farm, since it 
wonld then be to the interest of every 
farmer not only either to kill or educate 
the farm dogs, bat also to wage unre- 
lenting war upon those not educated to 
understand the rights of property. One 
of the principal objections to the* use of 
mattoa among farmers, we believe is 
the taste of tbe meat will contract from 
the wool, if not properly dressed. This 
is easily avoid* d. All that is needed is 
to bleed, skin and disembowel as 
qnickly as possible, keeping the wool 
from contact with the flesh;

A report from the United States Bu- 
reau of Statistics at Washington, just 
issued, contains an interesting tuble of 
the population of the earth, taken 
chiefly from the work on that snbjeel 
issued this year at Gothn by I>rs. B;hm 
and Wagner, and founded on the most 
recent authorities. By this statement 
the aggregate population of the earth 
is given at 1,391,032,000, Asia beiDg the 
most p^Oulous section and containing 
798,000,000. whilst Europe bits 300, 500,- 
000, Africa 203,000,000, America B I 600,- 
000, and Australia and polynesia 4,500,- 
000. In Europe th* le .ding nations are 
credited with the following numbers: 
Bussia 71,000,000; the German Empire 
41.000,000; France 3f> 000,000; Austro- 
Hungary 36 000,000; Great Britain n.n<J 
Ireland 32, 000. 000; Italy nearly 27, "(•>>,-

We con- 
dense from this paper as follows : The 
rather antiquated idea, that all the 
lesser members of the animal k^gdom 
were created for the Bervioe or admira- 
tion of man, is repudiated for one rea- 
son, among mary, that ' ashes in the 
dtptus of the Indian seas, where no 
human eye can see them, possess the 
most g^rgeons tints." Ths careful ob- 
server, who directs his attention to the 
subject, wi 1 bo struck by the fa^t that, 
while birds, fishes, and insects, possess 
the metalicjcoloriug, zoophites, like the 
flowers to whieh they seem closely al- 
lied, are without reflecting shades. 
Pursuing our investigations further, it 
is noted that among animals, tho part 
of the body turned toward the earth, 
that is, away from the light, is paler 
than that which is uppermost. Marked 
instances of this are found in the sole 
and turbot, each of which have the left 
side, which answers to the back, of a 
dark tint, while the other side is white. 
Iu the ease of birds, however, this dis- 
t uction is less marked, since th;-y live 
in an atmosphere t hat is more completely 
luminous. The wings of many butter- 
flies, for a like reason, are as beauti- 
fully feathered below as above. In 
further support of this theory, that the 
o-jlor is mainly due to tho action of 
light, tho noutral tints of the molluso 
that live in closed shells are cited, also 
the pale color o the larvm of insects 
found iu ground or wood, and the white- 
ness of those curions little beetlt 
habiting tbe inaccessible crevas 
SO wj mountains, in whose dc 
are hiddi n. li i , furtiu i 
ths», sx» far mncrr-n 
lin ils, birds, and it 
most brilliant whic 
sun, those ot the ti 
hued than in the 
north-pole, and the oiurii 
the noc'iirual. Marine animal 
form an exception to fiis rule, 
of a richer shade where the 
more tempered.

Fishes that 
are found in Bhallow water are less 
brilliant in tint than those obtained at 
a greater depth. Thoso who bring up 
gold-fish ar«» oareful'to afford thempro- 
t action against the direct rays of thesun, 
without which precaution they soon lose 
their beauty. Passing from these facts 
to a brief discussion of tho causes which 
result in these peculiarities of color 
aud tint, we learn that, while in certain 
cases the color is dne to the molecular 
arrangement of the living substance, 
this is not usually the case. Sometimes 
these colors arise from it phenomenon 
like that by which the soap-bub- 
ble shows its prismatic hues ; sometimes 
there is a sptcial pigment which is 
united with the organic substance, as 
in the brilliant paint carmine, which is 
the pigment of tho cochineal insect. 
The color left on the hands after hold- 
ing a butterfly is another instance, and 
there are certain birds, such as the 
largo white cockatoo, which leave a 
white pswder on the bauds. Of 2he 
chemical constitution of these varrHbs 
pigments, little seems kno. n. It is 
mere ordinarily found in tho depths of 
the tissues reduced to fine particles. 
Wuen the particles are scattered, they 
scarcely influence the shade ; but when 
near together, as in the case r>f tho ne- 
gro, they give character to the surface 
exposed. Age takes it away from the 
hair, when it turns white, the c >loring- 
matter giving place to small air bub- 
bles.

He is driven to 
an hot"!, an-1 despite ti.** predictions of 
the rival car-driver, he retains his 
rowan of mastication, and readily calls 
for breakfast. Here another national 
characteristic comes ont in the person 
of the waiter. 

He does not move about like other 
waiters, formtal aud smooth as bis own 
napkin, absorbed in the point of what 
ou'U take next, and only muttering 
e M Yes, sir," or ** No, sir," of a 
ondon place of entertainment. He 
gives yon politics with the hot wa er, 
aud flattery with the buttered rolls.

Some gentlemen look 
as yellow as lemons, and maybe twice 
as sour. They s iy the tay will rise, 
sir, Hince the Freucn went to war with 
Moroca. Grea* meeting to-day in 
Dublin, sir. I suppose you are going 
u> attend it ; perhaps you mane to speak, 
sir." "No, indeed I don\." "Oh, 
Va sorry for that — you've such a 
spaking tace, sir." "Have you any 
soda-water ?" " We have, sir." ' Is it 
good ?" 'MjPon my honor I don't know, 
sir — I never drink it myself."

Of some of there persons, though some- 
times very irritating, is certainly very 
lauphabl^ I once learned what was 
the judici»s rule of a Galway waiter 
for takingpberties. 1 bad left my note- 
book on the breakfast-table while I 
went for some letters that were in my 
bed-room, and ou ray return I saw this 
personage quietly inspecting my private 
records.

Witlrin the last few years th.- break- 
ing of water-spouts— if * that is a proper 
name for the phenomenon — like that 
which desolated a town in Novad i hv-t 
week, has been frequently noticed. Nor 
is it confiaed to mountainous districts. 
A few years ago a wuter-spuut, or the 
bursting of a cloud, caused very s. ri 
ous damage near the bridge of the Chi- 
cago nnd Northwestern railway across 
the Hock river, three miles west of 
Dixon; and a sin.i'ar disaster also b fell 
the same road af.-^v null I 
There is an abundance 
most parts of the country 
occurred in all of its past history^ Es- 
pecially is this true along the line of 
the Pacific railway. Broad bods of 
streams perfectly dry are o ^ 
tho Black Hills and B . Kv IConnURti 
districts,, which show plainly tho action 
of terrible torrents not many years pre- 
vious. Experienced railway-men have 
given it as their opinion that sufficient 
allowance is not made in the construc- 
tion of onr ro;'ds to let rff the water in 
such cases. A similar disaster occurred 
in southern Minnesota recently, where 
very considerable damage was done, nnd 
a few years since, the president of tits 
Michigan Southern railway and many 
passengers came near losing ti eir lives, 
not far from Mishawaka, from the. same 
cause. Several persons in the car next 
to them were drowned. 

Some years earlier, a portion of the 
city of Denver, California, was sub- 
merged in the night time by a flood 
coming down the valley of Cherry 
creek, of which the inhabitants had hail 
no previous warning. A cloud had 
burst on the side of the mountain so 
Tar distant that no sign ol its existence 
could bo discerned, and ppilled its con- 
tents into the upper valley of Cherry 
creek. This creek ha 1 been dry for 
many years— so dry that its bed bad 
been surveyed and laid off in town lots 
and built upon, constituting, indeed, 
one of the most thick-settled parts of 
Denver. The flood struck tho town 
shortly after midnight, and in an in- 
stant of tim9 swept off every vestige 
of human habitation and handier 
the old bed of the creek and at" 
thereto, destroying many li 
largo amonnt of property, W 
hurled into the South Platt«-, wh 
fer stream was raiped several feet 
few minutes. 

Probably nothing can bo done 
ward off the calamities that often re- 
sult from " clond-bnrsts " or water- 
spouts, bnt they are worthy of careful 
study. Some rules may pt i ssib>r' be 
drawn from the appearances of the 
clouds, by which people whoso homes 
may be located in the valley liable to 
inundation may be warned in timo to 
reach a place of safety. The phenome- 
non of a cloud-burst consists of the 
swlden, perhaps instantaneous, con- 
densation of a vast quantity of warm 
moistnre in the atmosphere by coming 
in contact with the cold side of a mount- 
ain, or with a current of cold air. Ifcis 
not improbable. that the awful disaster 
at Pittsbnrg on Saturday was identical 
in its nature with the cloud-bnrsts of 
Colorndo, Arizona, and Nevada. — Chi- 
cago Tribune.
